Young kids are getting away with murder. 
Can the Young Offenders Act stop them? 


M* was 17 years old when he 
and a friend held up a conven- 
ience store in St. Albert last summer 
It was 4:30 in the morning when 
the two boys walked into the store. 

Mike wielded a machete while 
his friend stuck a sawed-off shot- 
gun in the attendant’s face and 
ordered him to clear the cash draw- 
er. They left with $200 and several 
packs of cigarettes which they in- 
tended to sell.

Mike's friend was arrested the 
next day and Mike was picked up 
a short time later at a different 
store where he was known to hang 
our. “I knew it was.a bad idea to 
be at the hang-out so soon after 
the robbery,” says Mike, whose 
identity is protected by the Young 
Offender’s Act. “I was pretty nerv- 
ous at the time. | went there with 
some friends against my better 
judgement.” 

When Mike appeared in youth 
court to face charges of punitive 
robbery, he tried to keep a brave 
face. “I wanted to show everybody 
that what went on in court wasn't 
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months open custody after having 
spent a month in a-cell 

“That month gave me a lot of 
time to think about what I had 
done. I couldn't get the guy behind 
the counter out of my mind. He can 
never do that job again without 
being afraid.” For that reason, Mike 
doesn’t think his sentence was un- 
just, buthe doesn't understand why 
he got nine months and his friend 
only four. “I had a clean record 
before the hold-up. My friend 
planned the robbery and he had 
prior convictions including theft 
over $1000, possession of narcot- 
ics and auto theft. We just had two 
different judges — he got the dream 
judge.

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between 1985 and 1992Z. “The work 
in the guide is sloppy,” says Zirinwy. 
“They are losing credibility on this 
whole issue.” 

One child-care administrator says 
that governments at both the feder- 
al and provincial levels are not 
taking enough responsibility for re- 
habilitation and other services that 
are in the interest of young offend- 
ers, as well as law-abiding citizens 
Michael Farris, executive director 
of the Youth Emergency Shelter 
Society of Edmonton, says that the 
Young Offenders Act itself is a good 
piece of legislation, but there re 
mains major problems with its 
implementation 

Aside from the lack of informa 
tion sharing, the penal and court 
systems are not funded well enough 
to be effective. “Young offender 
centres are overcrowded, which 
means earlier release times, and 
prosecutors have too great a 
caseload to adequately prepare 
Crown arguments. This means there 
is usually not time for the Crown to 
present the full impact of the of- 
fence on the victims and on society 
Asa result, the punishment doesn't 
always fit the crime. The act includ- 
ed a plan to specially train judges 
for youth court; this has never been 
undertaken.” Farris says that one 
solution for the problem of reha- 
bilitation is for greater freedom for 
judges to include psychiatric treat- 
ment in custody sentences where 
treatment is warranted 

Colette Mandin-Kossowan is the 
relative of four victims of youth 
homicide. Her step-nephew, Gavin 
Mandin, was convicted in the 1991 
murders of his step-father, mother 
and two sisters. “After his arrest he 
was diagnosed as a psychopath. He 
wasn't given any psychiatric treat- 
ment during the two-and-a-half- 

years he was in custody awaiting 
conviciton. This 's because of his 
rights as an offender. The Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms views any 
pre-trial treatment as an admission 
of guilt.” 

Mandin-Kossowan feels that vic- 
tims’ rights in the courtroom should 
also be considered. She says that 
judges should use victim impact 
statements in youth court. “The only 
voice the court hears is that of the 
offender. I think that the victim's 
point of view is important not only 
so that a just sentence is handed 
down, but also to give victims a 
voice in the court proceedings 
Gavin executed my brother, his wife 
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and their daughters. The four had 
gone shopping and when they re- 
turned home, Gavin was waiting 
for them. He shot all of them witha 
22 caliber rifle, each in the head 
and then in the chest to finish them 
off. He fired 13 shots altogether 
He had to have been prepared.” 


Day parole 


Gavin Mandin was convicted of 
second-degree murder last spring 
in an adult court, and sentenced to 
life imprisonment with no eligibil- 
ity for parole for 10 years. 
Mandin-Kossowan says that with all 
the time he has done since 1991, 
he is eligible for day parole in four- 
and-a-half years. “I've tried to find 
out whether he is getting psychiat- 
ric treatment, but nobody will tell 
me because of the protections on 
his rights." Mandin-Kossowan is 
now trying to establish an Edmon- 
ton branch of CAVEAT, an

Ontario-based victims’ rights group. 

Mandin-Kossowan wonders if 
young offenders can be made to 
account for their crimes and wheth- 
er victims can have a greater say 
Most critics of the Young Offenders 
Act agree that society or govern- 
ment have to get a larger section of 
communities involved in dealing 
with at risk children who show signs 
of violence or depression early in 
life. Heather Forsyth is chair of the 
Alberta government Task Force on 
the Administration of Justice with 
Respect to Youth Crime. She is also 
Conservative MLA for Calgary-Fish 
Creek. “We are recommending the 
further development of Youth Jus- 
tice Committees which would 
recommend punishments to youth 
courts and help decide how a young 
offender could best pay society 
back. The committees might also 
keep potential offenders out of 
court.” She says that police, schools, 
community leagues and legal and 
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fi And once you know they are there, 


social services have to cooperate 
more closely 

Some critics also say that parents 
need to be more responsible. The 
Task Force on Changes to the Young 
Offenders Act, which Forsyth also 
chairs, recommends in its report 
an amendment to the act “to make 
it unlawful for any person to en- 
courage or contribute to a youth's 
offending behavior through action 
or inaction...” But the report is not 
clear on how broadly the courts 
would interpret parental account- 
ability legislation if passed 

Janice Page is director of the 
Edmonton John Howard Society 
Young Offender Group Home. She 
says that parental responsibility is 
as big an issue as youth responsibil- 
ity. “The average stay for a young 
offender in this facility is four to 
five months. Two weeks after their 
release, they're usually back to their 
old habits 

“It’s hard to turn a youth around 
if he comes from a dysfunctional 


family. In a lot of cases, parents 
aren't to blame; there are many 
reasons why they can’t control their 
problem kids, such as poverty and 
outside infleunces. 


Physical abuse 


“But one 19-year-old boy we re- 
leased a few months ago after 
serving time for mischief didn't 
want to return home, but felt he 
had no choice. He felt he had aduty 
to protect his family against his 
alchoholic father who was physi- 
cally abusing the entire family. The 
authorities know what's happen- 
ing, but the mother keeps leaving 
the husband and taking her kids 
with her, and then ends up taking 
them back. Once the father stabbed 
the boy in the forearm while the 
boy tried to protect the mother. It's 
a very sad story. Unless families are 
involved in their child's treatment 
and are committed to it, it’s not 


going to happen.” © 


Divine guidance 


For $80 an hour an Edmonton woman will let you 


listen to angels. She's one of a growing number who 


believes in advice from above.

f Nati Time Magazine survey 
showed 69 per cent of those 
surveyed believed in angels. Di- 
ane Koyich, an Edmonton woman 
who channels angels and teaches 
how to communicate with them, 
tells people about this survey dur- 
ing her workshops. 

“If you don’t believe in angels, 
you are in the minority,” she tells 
them. 

Angels are the latest trend to 
overpower the spiritual scene. And 
whether it be infomercials offer- 
ing consultations with your angels 
for $4.99/minute, the surge of lit- 
erature on angels filling book 
Stores, stories in the tabloids, or 
channelers offering their services, 
there’s virtually no escaping it. 

To begin with, the word “angel” 
may be misleading. When one 
thinks of an “angel,” many Chris- 
tian beliefs are associated with the 
word. References to angels found 
in the Bible, and images of hu- 
mans who once lived and are now 
on another plane of existence and 
are watching over us, are what 
comes to mind. 

Diane Koyich offers a different 
definition. 

“An angel is a being of light, not 
created to be a soul. An angel has 
no physical or emotional attach- 
ment. They are a divine guide, 
protector, inspirer. Their whole 
purpose is to divinely guide, pro- 
tect, and inspire humans, nature, 
animals and the universe. -

support” which has lead her to 
publicly acknowledge her beliefs 
and at the same time leave herself 
open for criticism.

Fora fee of 
$80/hour (low income $65/hour) 
people come to Koyich generally 
ata time of transition in their lives 
when they feel they need guid- 
ance. Koyich acts as a messenger, 
channelling what is hoped to be 
useful information from angels to 
her clients, 

Angels never tell people what 
to do or judge what has been done 
in the past, Koyich says. 

“Most psychics would have to 
have a success rate of 30-60 per 
cent to be considered good. My 
success rate is about 90 per cent. 
Angels don’t fortune tell, they 
leave it up to you to decide. The 
results are not based on what is 
right or wrong, it’s based on how 
much it makes sense to the per- 
son.” 

Angel listenings are said to be 
powerful experiences filled with 
loving words of encouragement. 
People have been known to be 
moved to tears after receiving one. 
One person who can attest to the 
intensity of a listening is noted 
Edmonton journalist and astrolo- 
ger Lesley Francis. t 

“The greatest gift I have received 
from my listenings is a sense that 
all is well in my life and that what- 
ever happens I can work through 
it and I am assisted in that 1

considered pornography. 

“I don’t think pornography has a 
respect for the audience as a per- 
son,” she says. 

Wolfe believes that “the audience 
has been taught to mistrust their 
own ability to distinguish between 
what causes pain and what deals 
with pain.” 

Is it the artist's responsibility not 
to create pain but to get through the 
pain to reach a resolution? That's 
been the centre of the debate sur- 
rounding the work of Eli Langer, the 
artist whose work was seized from 
the Mercer Gallery last year. 

“Eli's work is difficult,” says 
Wolfe, “but censorship of that sort 
comes from a community that en- 
courages fear before participation.” 


Sexual depiction 


McKellar used to keep track of 
the stylistic trends of sexual depic- 
tion in cinema. He says that of late, 
things have become more fragment- 
ed and diverse. He feels that the 
very people who argue against sex- 
uality in cinema should be pleased 
with growing exploration because 
it results in more complexity and, 
ultimately, mature depictions. 

Wolfe pushes for the strength of 
commitment of artists to their work 
and not crossing into areas they are 
not prepared to deal within their 
work. Her fears are that “technolo- 
gy is going to get ahead of us.” 

Both hope to examine the situa- 
tion through the creation of new 
work with Edmonton-based artists.

If you have ever read any Anne Perry 
mystery novels, you already have a 
connection with this story. If you know 
the whereabouts of Pauline Parker, 
you're so well-connected a lot of peo- 
ple will want to talk with you 

The action is set in the Christchurch, 
New Zealand of the early ‘50s and is 
based on the true story of teenagers 
Pauline Rieper (Melanie Lynskey) and 
Juliet Hulme (Kate Winslet). Juliet, 
beautiful, of privileged stock and re- 
cently of England, arrives at her new 
school and quickly establishes herself 
as a charismatic rebel. Pauline, frumpy, 
common and local, is withdrawn but 
equally rebellious. Both realize each 
other's exceptional intellects and their 
kinship begins, 

Alienations imposed and later fos- 
tered draw the girls closer together 
Pauline is cold to her nervous mother 
and alternately indifferent to or em- 
barrassed by her father, a self-styled 
jokester. Tubercular, Juliet spent five 
years in a Hahamian sanitorium, com- 
pletely abandoned by her family, and 
the marriage of the parents she's redis- 
covering is shaky. When her condition 
resurfaces at the same time her par- 
ents are scheduled to vacation in Eng- 
land, they choose not to cancel. The 
two have only each other, and their 
fantasy kingdom of “Borovnia,” created 
and populated by beings of their pro- 
gressively unstable imaginations. 

Mr. Hulme, upon returning, is the 
first to notice that the girls’ intense 
relationship extends beyond friend- 
ship. Mrs. Rieper lacks the strength to 
say the word homosexual. It is she, 
however, who moves to end the girls’ 
relationship, and so becomes her 
daughter's sworn enemy 

Lynskey and Winslet were cast at 
age and with a strong eye toward physi- 
cal resemblance of their characters. 
Restrictions this tight can seriously 
limit the band of available talent, but 
these two young women handle their 
sensitive material, both emotional and 
physical, with admirable aplomb. In 
Spite of their youth (and Lynskey’s 
invisible inexperience) they deftly lead 
a solid cast whose careers outspan 
theirs by decades.

This is writer/director Darnell Mar- 
tin’s rookie year, and he's off to an 
auspicious start. Unlike some begin- 
ners, he didn’t settle for just getting 
the picture done and consoling himself 
with inexperience after. The first time 
should be special. 

This is the convoluted 
story of Lisette Linares (Lauren Vélez), 
a Bronx woman whose family's future 
is darkened considerably when her hus- 
band Chino (Jon Seda) is arrested for 
swiping a stereo during a neighborhood 
blackout. 

After a short stint of poverty, she 
hustles her way into a job at a recording 
studio, specializing in Latino artists. 
While he's stuck waiting bail, questions 
of her husband's fidelity prior to his 
incarceration arise and questions of hers 
filter back to him. Stung into an aggres- 
sive rashness, she manages to both make 
headway and sleep with her boss (Griffen 
Dunne) at her behest. 

Her marriage continues to fail after 
her husband’s release, with the help of 
her happy mother-in-law (Rita Moreno), 
and her relationship with her three 
kids is rocky. She takes solace from 
the sanest person in her universe, her 
brother/sister Alexis, a transsexual 
botanical garden shop-keeper. 

The cast is uniformly strong. Vélez 
is also a greenhorn, but her credibility 
as the besieged Lisette belies it. Seda 
and Dunne are excellent foils: the ma- 
cho Chino likes to time himself for 
amorous longevity while Price, the 
yuppie, takes time out for a confer- 
ence call. Jesse Borrego’s Alexis is calm 
and sensible, a surprising relief for 
Lisette and audience alike. Tomas Melly 
plays eight-year-old Lil’ Chino, Lisette’s 
oldest son. At age 10 he plays a dis- 
turbing and belittling nude scene with

John Trent is a gun-for-hire investigator 
whose record is so impeccable, that insur- 
ance companies are climbing over one 
another to hire him. In Double Indemnity, 
Edward G. Robinson's investigater char- 
acter claims what made him so good was 
that he “had a little man inside his gut that 
told him something was wrong with a 
claim." You don’t need a little man inside 
you to tell you what's wrong with In the 
Mouth of Madness. 

Sutter Cane (the name sounds too 
close to “Stephen King” to be coinci- 
dental), is a horror writer who has sold 
over a billion books and has been trans- 
lated into 18 languages. His publishing 
company has been anxiously awaiting 
his latest best seller. The problem is 
that Cane has gone missing and his pub- 
lishers have a monstrous policy out on 
his life 

The last person that saw Cane alive 
was his agent, and he went completely 
bonkers and chased Trent around in a 
restaurant with an axe after reading a 
few chapters of Cane’s new novel In the 
Mouth of Madness (“With all the money 
that Cane’has,” quips Trent, “You'd think 
that he'd get better representation."). 

The publishers send Linda Styles — 
Cane’s editor — along with Trent to try 
and track down Cane. Their journey 
takes them to Hobs End, a town. that 
isn't listed on any road map. 

The most astonishing thing about 
Cane’s writing is that it affects its read- 
ers to the point of violent lunacy: a 
readership so loyal to the writer, that 
they would stomp their own mother to 
death to get their grubs on the last copy 
at Coles. With the fanatical devotion of 
Cane’s fans stated so eloquently, some 
critics have compared his following to a 
cult religion. One might scoff at this 
simile, until you consider that L. Ron 
Hubbard wrote pulp novels to support 
himself during WWII. 

Your average Sutter King (Oops! 
Freudian slip there, folks!) reader is easy 
to spot. The three main characteristics 
are: bleeding and red circles around the 
eyes, an ominous message from them 
that “he sees you," and a peckish desire 
to drive an hatchet through your skull. 

Normally, Director John Carpenter 
has an eye for detail. However, he for- 
gets to have Trent (played, the best he 
can, by Sam Neill) react appropriately 
to these repeated warning signs. With 
Assault On Precinct 13, The Thing, and 
Starman, Carpenter created a triumvi- 
rate of films that has inspired me to 
forgive much lamer efforts (They Live 
was a noble failure) so that I’m always 
eagerly awaiting his latest release. | was 
scoffing at the movie's theme of an art- 
ist’s work being stong enough to subju- 
gate the free will of the mass audience. 

But when | think of my undeserved 
devotion to Carpenter, | am found re- 
thinking my thinking. 

While Carpenter did double duty as 
both director and co-scorer, executive 
producer Michael De Luca flashes his 
Renaissance Man credentials by provid- 
ing us with the script. De Luca sabo- 
tages his best efforts by giving us an 
Invasion of the Body Snatchers-type pro- 
logue. At the beginning of the film we 
have Trent in a padded cell recounting 
the story to his psychiatrist.

Traced Roots, a new play by Cat- 
alyst Theatre's artistic director Ruth 
Smillie, uses Balinese shadow pup- 
pets to explore the creation myths of 
Christianity, Sikhism, Judaism, Shi'a 
islam and North American native spir- 
ituality. The play runs at the 
Catalyst Theatre Feb. 15-Mar. 5. 

Her work was definitely cut out 
trying to distill the complexity of 
each faith with a single story while 
maintaining each of their distinc- 
tive characters 

“We began with a desire to cre- 
ate an anti-racist piece; through the 
use of shadow puppets we have 
been able to merge text, visuals, 
and sounds into a world view that 
embraces a range of traditions,” 
writes Smillie. 





Huge task 


The shadow puppets undertak- 
ing the huge task of telling these 
stories were designed by crazed 
gonzo jack-of-all-trades designer 
Memi von Gaza, whose last project 
included creating a 40-foot inflat- 
able baby for the First Night 
Festival. 

“We make baby old fashion 
way,” she jokes in her patented 
faux-Slavie accent, “with sewing 
machine.” 

About Traced Roots von Gaza 
muses, “On this project we've 
been faced with huge challenges. 
Like, how do you use shadow pup- 
pets to depict the invasion of 


culture, but they usually make 
them out of leather. We're using 
cloth and glue, a more stable me- 
dium, not subject to the changes of 
humidity in Alberta weather. It’s 
fascinating seeing these two-dimen- 
sional images take on a third when 
the lights behind them come on.” 

Darrin Hagen is creating, or rec- 
reating, a soundscape from the 


music of the five faith religions 
Contrary to von Gaza’s puppets 
Hagen quips that “nothing is sa- 
cred” in his part of the creative 
process. Joking that he is “spiritu- 
ally challenged,” he says he’s always

olk singer Laura Smith doesn't 
like to talk about her music 
“Talking about music is like danc- 
ing to architecture,” the Nova Scotia 
musician freely admits towards the 
end of our 12-minute phone inter- 
view, half of which was spent talking 
about her new album B'tween the 
Earth and My Sou! (Cornermuse/At- 
lantica) and the other half spent 
trying to find some more agreeable 
subjects to chat about. Trying to get 
two words out of Smith is probably 
more difficult than ensuring O.J 
Simpson gets a fair trial 
But here's what I managed to pull 
out of the reluctant artist and her 
much more helpful press kit 
B'tween the Earth and My Soul is 
Smith's second attempt at launch- 
ing a career in the music business 









Her first album was recorded five 
years ago at CBC Studio H in Hal- 
ifax. Despite netting her a best 
female vocalist nomination at the 
1991 East Coast Music Awards, 
Smith describes her debut record 
as a “non-event.” 


Long delay 


When asked about the long de- 
lay berween her two albums, Smith 
responds simply and sarcastically 
“I had a life — and I was busy writ- 
ing tunes, living each day. You 
know, it took awhile for me to find 
the resources inside of me and 
themoney to make the record...1 
think I just took as much time as | 
needed to pull it together.” 

But Smith was obviously doing 
more than just writing tunes and 
gathering resources over the last 
five years. In fact, she started work- 
ing on B'tween the Earth and My 
Soul in late 1992 and the early 
months of 1993. Recorded in an art 
gallery and her dining room, the 
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album is full of soothing pianos, 
horns and Smith’s deep voice. Her 
sound has sometimes been compared 
to Joni Mitchell and Joan Armatrad- 
ing. Her songs range from love 
ballads like “Shade of Your Love” 
to a reworking of “My Bonny.” 

“I was just sitting tuning my gui- 
tar and humming the chorus,” as 
Smith explains why she decided to 
redo the traditional tune. “And | 
realized | had more to say in it. And 
the words just came.” 

Smith may sing traditional sea- 
farin’ music, but she’s anything but 
your regular Maritimer 

She was actually born and raised 
in London, Ontario and spent a few 
“lost” years in Toronto before mov- 
ing to Nova Scotia in 1984. Once 
there, she lived with a lighthouse 
keeper, sang at open-mike nights 
and worked at a temp agency anda 
W.H. Smith bookstore 

Nowadays, Smith says she’s ready 
to concentrate on her music career 
— thanks to her “support system.” 
That includes her manager, friends

and sound engineer David Hillier

After a quick tour of Canada 
during the next few weeks, Smith 
plans to perform at some folk festi- 
vals and then record her third

hile Hookahman has 10 mu- 

Sicians to its core, the auxiliary 
line-up numbers in the hundreds. I 
myself have a fond memory of jam- 
ming with the lead guitarists Wes 
Borg and Joe Bird to Frank Zappa's 
"Willie The Pimp" (I blew a few chops 
of the slide trombone, an instrument 
I'd never picked up before.) 

While it was good fun, I never 
dreamed that it would give me mem- 
bership in the auxiliary. But, 
according to Hookahman’s mando- 
lin player/songwriter/singer/founding 
member Jeff Page, I am included. 

“The full onslaught of Hookah- 
man is about 10 people, but we're 
not sure of the real number. Bill 
Bourne is jamming with us more 
and more,” said Page. 

Added Hookahman violinist 
Frank Bessai, “We've performed 
with as little as three members.” 

“I've performed as a solo Hook- 
ahman,” Page stated, “and there was 
one gig where we were billed with 
Captain Tractor, Captain Nemo and 
we were billing ourselves as Capt. 
James T. Hookahman — for the pur- 
poses of continuity — one of the 
members of one of the other bands 
couldn't show up. So, that band 
pulled out. And we were shocked, 
because we would never not play.” 

“There is a farm team — a skele- 


ton crew — that gigs with us on a 
rotation basis,” added Bessai. 
“There would never be an excuse 
for us to throw a gig.” 
Hookahman has just released 
their debut CD, Ob Hut, and are fol- 
lowing up with a myriad of CD 
release parties and a monster tour of 
the neighborhood. I caught up with 
Page and Bessai in a Whyte Avenue 
laundromat (“Where The Stars Rinse 
Their Delicates.” Over yonder, I spy 
Kathleen Rootsaert anxiously await- 
ing for the spin cycle to finish). 


Hot rocks 


“Hut is a place where you place 
hot rocks in the centre and pour 
water on them to create steam,” 
explained Bessai. 

“It is more than a sauna, in that 
it’s spiritualistic. There is the ritual 
of gathering the rocks, the building 
of the fire, the rolling of the cone, 
the smoking of the cone... Ob Hut 
means that the power of the experi- 
ence transcends into the creative 
process, or ‘noodling.’ Ob Hut also 
is the expressed approval of a good 
idea. For example, if Jeff says, ‘Let's 
play World Work's, and I go, ‘Hut, 
hut, hut!’ 

“Hut is fun and enjoyable”, add- 
ed Page. “It’s like the Elks, but with 
a higher spiritual purpose. 

Do y'all get naked? 

“Generally, we do, but it’s not man- 


datory. Some people are just ashamed 
of their bodies. What can I say?" 

At this point, Sgt. Shane passes 
by. “Sarge is a big Hookahman fan,” 
said Page. “He was at the gig last 
night.” Adds Bessai, “He's jammed 
with us before in our living room.” 

“He has a claim of being a former 
drummer,” Page said of the Sarge, 
who is also part of the auxiliary 
“There are about eight guys out 
there that have claims of being our 
drummer at one time or another.” 

Bessai explains the lack of set lists 
thusly; “In Hookahman, everybody 
sings. So, there is no ‘I don’t know 
the words’ excuse; someone will 
know them. Some tunes are made 
up on the spot. Someone will shout 
out, ‘This one’s in E-C-A!’ That's 
how we learn the song. It creates 
— for me —a laid-back atmosphere. 
The music just flows.” 

“And it allows us no excuses not 
to play,” Page added. “We are all 
really good friends. So, if the whole 
thing is something less than pleas- 
ant, we all start to lose our minds. 
Like all healthy relationships, we all 
have active lives outside of the band 
Don't get the idea that we all just sit 
around and smell our own farts 
(“Well, I do,” Bessai interjected).” 

A man, a plan, a band, a benev- 
olent order of man and a really 
good excuse to get silly and pump 
out some enjoyable tunes: Hook- 
ahman. 





Music conference breaks acts

A music conference for musi- 
cians. That’s how festival co-ordi- 
nator Lisa Lilge sums up Vancouver's 
Music West Festival which-celebrates 
its fourth year of existence May 11-14 
on the Wet Coast. 

In today’s big bucks, global music 
biz, the interests of the individuals 
who compose and perform your fa- 
vorite songs have been known to get 
lost in the “business” part of the 
music business equation. 

Music West attempts to write the 
math in such a way that the average 
working musician is prepared for 
some of the unavoidable business 
dealings he or she will encounter 
on the road to superstardom. 

Music West has a reputation for 
launching the careers of bands like 
Sloan, Rymes with Orange and, in 
particular, Moist. Coordinator Lisa 
Lilge denies there's any deliberate 
alternative skew to the showcase 
performers at Music West.

“We try to showcase all styles of 
music,” she says, pointing to last 
year’s Country music showcase that 
featured the likes of Edmonton's 
Jennifer Gibson, “but alternative or 
modern rock, or whatever you want 
to call it, seems to be the most 
popular with the public.” 

Bragging rights to a new band’s 
career isn’t the only component of 
the festival. There is an exhibition 
hall of music gear and a series of 
workshops for the working musician. 
This year drummers can pick up

The conference's working title 
this year is “State of Independ- 
ence” and the focus will be on the 
DIY ethic that’s taken so many of 
today’s top bands to the top of 
the heap without the benefit of 
major label support (or interfer- 
ence; take your pick). 

Jonathan Poneman, one of the 
two founders of Seattle’s famed 
Sub Pop Record label, will be the 
keynote speaker and attendees 
will be treated to a full round of 
workshops, seminars and panels

HAMMER/KRAFT 
Paganini: Violin & Guitar 
Sonatas 

(Naxos) 


With Norbert Kraft, Naxos records 
has not only secured a champion for 
its recordings of the guitar repertoire, 
but, much to our collective delight, a 
Canadian one. Moreover, with fellow 
Canuck Moshe Hammer, this new re- 
cording of Paganini’s unique sonatas 
becomes something of a cause-celebre 
in this country 

Curious and unfortunate, then, that 
it does not live up to its billing. Record- 
ing a guitar adequately is a thorny proc- 
ess at best, and the problem is magnified 
when other instruments are added to 
the brew. In this case, Hammer's violin 
(Paganini was, after all, a violinist) is 
distractingly bright and forward, detract- 
ing wholeheartedly from Kraft’s hollow- 
sounding instrument. 

Hammer is a fine player, and while his 
skill is much in evidence here, so is a 
tendency to slide into notes which should 
come out more independently. More 
passion, a more bracing and energetic 
performance, and a cleaner bow arm 
would have added much. 

While one of the world’s biggest fans 
of the Naxos philosophy (and at an ex- 
tremely affordable price), this disc does 
not live up to its usual, high artistic 
standards.
